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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10 February 2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-26 have been presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 14-16, filed 12 December 2008, with respect to the 
prior art rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of 
claims 1-26 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art has shown that the use of an identification code that changes at 
predetermined intervals, such as RSA's SecurlD. The prior art does not provide a teaching of an 
encryption code that changes at random intervals used in conjunction with the randomly 
changing identification code. The prior art also does not provide a teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation that would render the use of randomly changing encryption codes with a system like 
RSA's SecurlD obvious. Therefore, claims 1-26 are novel and not obvious.
